fund  for  the  future  purchase  of  highway  equipm.ent,  and  the  balance 
be  raised  by  the  Selectmen  issuing  serial  notes  in  the  name  of  the 
Town.     Said  notes  to  be  repaid,  one  each  year,  beginning  in   1968. 

The   above   Resolution   was    seconded. 

An  Amendment  was  offered,  that  the  figure  of  $2500  to  be  raised 
by  appropriation  "be  increased  to  read,  $4500.00  of  said  sum  be 
raised  by  appropriation.'

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Selectmen's  Report 


While  the  trend  of  expenditures  was  up  in  most  accounts, 
the  burden  on  property  taxpayers  in  Plainfield  dropped  this  year 
as  the  tax  rate  declined  from  $31.60  per  $1,000  of  valuation  in 
1966  to  $31.  Several  factors  helped  bring  this  about,  including 
a  substantial  increase  in  interest  and  dividends  tax  collections, 
unanticipated  miscellaneous  revenue  and  a  gain  in  total  assessed 
valuation. 

Whether  the  town  can  hold  the  line  against  an  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  will  depend  largely  on  how  much  new  property  can  be 
added  to  the  tax  base,  the  effect  of  the  new  veteran's  exemption 
law  and  the  amount  realized  under  the  new  room  and  meals  tax 
as  well  as  the  volume  of  appropriations  raised  at  school  and  town 
meetings. 

During  the  year  1967,  the  town  accomplished  several  highway 
improvement  projects.  Under  Town  Road  Aid,  Freeman  and  Daniels 
Roads  were  given  seal  coats,  Center-of-Town  Road  was  widened 
and  improved  and  Methodist  Hill  Road  was  improved  and  rebuilt 
partly  on  new  right-of-way  from  Rt.  120  east  to  the  Fenton  Smith 
place. 

Duncan  Fund  money  was  applied  to  oiling  of  sections  of  the 
Brook  Road  and  Main  Street  in  Meriden  and  widening  of  roads  in 
several  sections  of  town  to  improve  drainage  and  facilitate  snow- 
plowing. 

The  town  purchased  a  new  truck  for  the  Highway  Department, 
trading  in  a  1960  model.  The  new  truck  is  of  much  heavier  con- 
struction than  any  previously  owned  by  the  town  and  it  is  hoped 
the  expenditure  will  be  repaid  in  the  form  of  lower  repair  bills. 
The  new  truck  was  equipped  with  a  Frink  nose  and  wing  plow 
hook-up. 

The  Meriden  Town  Hall  was  provided  with  a  modern  heating 
system  during  1967  that  will  make  the  building  more  convenient 
to  use.  The  old  furnace  will  be  installed  at  the  town  shed.  The 
town  paid  off  the  Chamberlain  Note  issued  many  years  ago  to  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

The  selectmen  during  the  year  completed  the  septennial  per- 
ambulation of  the  Grantham  boundry  and  the  Lebanon  line  was 
renewed  and  partially  resurveyed  during  the  first  recorded  peram- 
bulation of  that  line  since  1938. 
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A  new  industry  was  located  in  Plainfied  during  the  year;  and  the 
selectmen  were  pleased  to  have  taken  part  in  the  preliminary  steps 
to  getting  the  Northeast  Wood  Products  Corp.  plant  built  at  the 
Plain.  Ground  was  broken  in  September  and  the  new  firm  will 
soon  provide  new  jobs  and  income  for  the  town. 

The  test  case  on  the  town  zoning  ordinance  was  argued  before 
the  State  Supreme  Court  in  November  but  had  not  been  decided 
in  mid- January. 

The  selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  them  in 
performance  of  their  duties  during  the  past  year.

We  are  enclosing  herewith  a  summary  of  the  charges  made 
gigainst  the  Plainfield  Free  Bed  Fund  for  the  period  January  1, 
1967  to  September  30,  1967.  In  order  to  comply  with  our  hospital 
fiscal  year,  we  will  from  now  on  mail  our  yearly  statement  during 
the  month  of  October  instead  of  January  the  following  year. 

During  the  past  nine  months  the  Plainfield  Free  Bed  Fund 
in  the  Mary  Hitchcock  Memorial  Hospital,  Hanover,  New  Hampshire, 
has  rendered  34  days'  service  to  1  resident  of  the  Town  of  Plainfield. 

The  charges  at  the  minimum  hospital  rates  for  services  rendered 
to  this  patient  amounted  to  $1,241.15. 

The  portion  of  the  hospital's  income  from  Free  Bed  Funds 
allotted  to  the  Town  of  Plainfield  for  the  period  January  1st  to 
September  30th,  1967,  amounted  to  $675.00.  In  addition,  an  unused 
balance  of  $1,924.31  from  December  31,  1966,  brought  the  net 
allotment  to  $2,599.31.  Substracting  the  service  rendered  from  this 
figure,  there  is  an  unusued  balance  of  $1,358.16  as  of  September 
30,  1967. 

The  usual  summary  is  enclosed,  showing  the  various  charges 
to  this  Fund. 

Please  accept  my  personal  thanks  for  your  kindness  in  the 
administration  of  the  Fund  during  the  past  nine  months.

In  1967  your  town  appropriated  funds  for  continuing  control 
of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of 
Resources  Development.  Final  returns  to  the  Division  showed  that 
145  towns  and  cities,  once  again  the  largest  number  in  the  history 
of  the  work,  did  likewise.  This  vote  of  continued  confidence  in 
the  Department  by  the  public  is  most  encouraging  and  sincerely 
appreciated. 

Conforming  to  our  yearly  custom,  there  has  been  prepared, 
and  is  attached  herewith,  a  statement  briefly  summarizing  accom- 
plishments,  and  expenditures   of  town,   state  and  federal   funds. 

In  our  financial  statem.ent,  the  amount  reported  as  "Cooperative 
Aid"  covers  not  only  expenditures  for  actual  ribes  eradication, 
but  also  state  and  federal  funds  spent  in  1.  detailed  mapping  and 
inspection  of  areas  prior  to  actual  control  work,  2.  research  work 
that  has  reduced  the  size  of  the  control  area,  and  3.  research  in 
control  methods  to  reduce  costs  of  control  work.  The  mapping 
survey  provides  a  premanent  record  which  is  of  great  value  in 
planning  future  examinations  and  workings  of  v/hite  pine  stands 
in  your  community. 

Because  details  of  control  work  can  vary  in  communities,  it 
is  not  possible  to  cover  all  in  a  brief  statement.  However,  the 
supervisor  of  the  control  project  in  your  town  will,  in  the  course 
of  his  planned  public  relations  work,  contact  you  and  members 
of  your  Board  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  the  present  status  of 
the  project  and  his  future  plans  as  it  pertains  to  your  community. 

Control  of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  disease  has  been  estab- 
lished on  98.7%  of  the  entire  state  control  area  (2,500,000  acres). 
We  are  fast  approaching  our  goal  when  the  entire  area  will  be  on 
a  controlled  basis,  requiring  only  minimum  funds  to  maintain  this 
condition.

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REPORT  OF  LEBANON 
REGIONAL  AIRPORT  AUTHORITY 


The  Lebanon  Regional  Airport  Authority  is  pleased  to  present 
its  report  for  the  year  1S67,  its  eighth  full  year  of  operation  of 
the  airport.  During  this  past  year  we  have  continued  our  efforts 
to  improve  the  facilities  and  operations  of  the  airport  so  that  safe 
and  efficient  service  will  be  available  to  the  residents  and  business 
firms  in  the  region.  It  is  toward  this  end  that  we  have  used  to 
the  best  of  our  abilities,  the  funds  contributed  by  the  cities,  towns, 
industries,  and  institutions  of  the  region.  Attached  to  this  report 
are  financial  statements  and  budgets  for  your  review. 

The  Authority  again  wishes  to  emphasize  the  growth  of  activity 
at  the  airport,  and  the  importance  of  this  transportation  facility 
to  the  region's  economy  and  daily  life.  Each  city  and  town  in 
the  region  has  a  trunkline  airport  at  its  complete  disposal  in  return 
for  its  own  contribution.  During  the  eight  years  that  the  Lebanon 
Regional  Airport  has  been  under  the  management  of  the  Authority, 
there  has  been  a  steady  growth  pattern  of  both  traffic  and  financial 
support  from  the  region.  This  support,  so  essential  to  the  continued 
operation  of  the  airport,  is  sincerely  appreciated.  More  specifically, 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that  more  service  was  added  in  1967  to 
supplment  the  schedule  offered  by  Northeast  Airlines.  Two  air- 
lines started  operation  from  Lebanon  Regional  Airport,  Executive 
Airlines  and  Trans  East  Airlines.  Executive  Airlines  offers  a  more 
diversified  schedule  to  Boston,  and  Trans  East  gives  the  area  a 
connecting  link  from  Portland,  Maine  to  Albany,  New  York.  More 
and  better  service  was  the  byword  of  the  authority  and  the  addition 
of  the  service  noted  above  made  this  a  reality. 

The  Authority  voted  to  employ  a  full  time  airport  manager 
with  the  appointment  of  Mr.  George  Cricenti  in  February,  an  office 
was  established  at  the  airport  to  enable  him  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  daily  problems.  Many  of  the  conditions  necessary  to 
offer  better  service  and  facilities  for  the  public  were  developed. 
Some  of  the  improvement?  were  additional  parking  space  for  air- 
craft, aditional  parking  space  for  automobiles,  and  with  safety 
in  mind,  a  new  fence  installed  to  keep  spectators  from  getting  too 
close  to  moving  aircraft. 

The  aviation  industry  is  projected  to  triple  in  the  next  ten 
years.  This  means  that  all  airports  will  be  doing  more  business. 
Lebanon    Regional   Airport   reports    an    increase   in    the    number   of 
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passengers  originating  here,  and  also  in  the  amount  of  cargo,  in- 
cluding mail,  shipped  by  air.  The  number  of  passengers  originating 
at  Lebanon  Regional  Airport  in  1967  was  21,113  an  increase  of 
16.5%  over  the  18,114  in  1966.  The  amount  of  mail  shipped  by 
air  from  this  facility  was  some  94,593  pounds.  This  represents 
an  18.5%  increase  over  1966.  To  translate  these  figures  into 
number  of  pieces  of  mail,  it  represents  4,067,499  pieces  shipped 
by  air  carriers  operating  from  Lebanon  Regional  Airport.  Sig- 
nifiicantly  the  magnitude  of  these  figures  indicate  also  the  size 
of  the   region  we   are   serving,

RESOLVED:  That  the  District  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  by  taxation  to  be  placed  in  a 
Capital  Reserve  Bus  Fund.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  vote 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6.  Mrs.  Paul  Amidon  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  moved  its  adoption.  RESOLVED:  That  the  District  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,250.00  for  the  purpose  of  employing 
a  part-time  librarian  in  the  Plainfield  Schools.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  the  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3.  Mr.  William  C.  Quimby  offered  the  following 
resolution  and  moved  its  adoption.  RESOLVED.  That  the  District 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150,932.14  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the  School  District  officials  and  agents, 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  said  District  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  such  sums  as 
are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  and  federal  governments, 
together  with  other  income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the 
Selectmen  the  balance,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxation  by 
the  District.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  8.  Mr.  Murray  Stevens  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  moved  its  adoption.  RESOLVED:  The  Plainfield  School 
District  direct  the  School  Board,  on  behalf  of  the  voters  of  the 
District,  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  General  Court  in  Con- 
cord, N.  H.  the  need  of  more  fully  implementing  the  various  forms 
of  educational  aid  from  the  State  that  are  presently  in  the  statutes, 
and  further,  ask  the  present  General  Court  to  take  whatever  steps 
necessary  to  carry  out  this  resolution.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and   the  vote  was   in  the   affirmative   but   not  unanimous. 

Mr.  Stephen  Taylor  suggested  the  auditors  of  the  School  District 
be  elected  for  two  years  the  same  as  for  the  town.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To:  The  Citizens  and  Voters  of  the  Plainfield  School  District 

FOREWARD 

Each  3^ear  I  have  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  having  more 
support  for  education  from  the  state  level.  The  local  citizens  and 
taxpayers  have  supported  our  schools  very  well  over  the  years. 
From  the  start  of  our  government,  education  has  been  a  responsi- 
bility of  the  state,  but  the  actual  support  has  been  left  for  the 
most  part  to  the  local  level.  The  portion  of  the  local  tax  dollar 
for  the  support  of  schools  has  varied  in  the  past  five  years  from 
65%  to  69%,  which  is  about  average  for  the  state.  However,  it 
is  likely  that  this  share  of  the  local  tax  dollar  for  schools  vv^ill 
increase  unless  something  is  done  to  more  fully  implement  the 
state  aid  programs  now  in  the  statutes. 

Plainfield  received  more  than  $38,000  in  foundation  aid  for  the 
present  school  year,  but  will  receive  only  $34,000  for  1968-69.  This 
decrease  has  been  caused  by  the  following: 

a.  Funds  for  the  foundation  program  were  not  raised  suffic- 
iently to  keep  pace  with  enrollments  in  the  state. 

b.  Plainfield's  equalized  property  valuation  (this  base  determines 
the  town's  local  effort)  increased  by  more  than  a  million 
dollars. 

c.  The  average  daily  m.embership  dropped  slightly. 
KOV/EVER,  IF  THE  STATE  HAD  RAISED  SUFFICIENT  FUNDS 

TO  IMPLEMENT  THE  PROGRAM  AS  IT  IS  OUTLINED  IN  THE 
STATUTES,  PLAINFIELD  V/OULD  RECEIVE  APPROXIMATELY 
$73,344.38.  This  amount  of  money  would  enable  the  District  to 
adjust  its  salary  schedule  for  teachers,  add  two  or  three  vital  ser- 
vices, and  still  decrease  the  portion  of  the  tax  dollar  going  to 
schools. 

BUDGET: 

The  propoosed  budget  for  1968-69  is  $162,760.83  compared  to 
$155,182.14  for  the  present  school  year.  The  proposed  amount  does 
not  include  any  funds  that  might  be  raised  under  the  several  special 
articles  in  the  warrant. 

The  increases  in  the  budget  all  in  three  areas:  instruction 
costs,  due  to  raising  the  salaries  of  the  teachers;  group  insurance, 
v/hich  is  now  permissible  by  law  and,  third,  in  the  expense  of  the 
Supervisory  Union  office. 

In  regard  to  teachers'  salaries,  Plainfield  must  compete  for 
new  teachers  with  other  nearby  districts,  most  of  which  are  going 
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to  be  offering  $5,400  to  $5,600  starting  salary.  If  we  have  to  pay 
that  amount  for  new  teachers,  adjustments  must  be  made  for 
those  with  experience  who  are  on  the  present  staff.  This  has  been 
taken  into  consideration  in  the  projected  salaries  for  next  year. 
For  the  present  school  year,  1967-68,  the  state  average  salary  for 
elementary  teachers  is  $6,180  and  in  Piainfield  the  average  is  $5,410. 
A  problem  that  is  becoming  serious  is  the  num.ber  of  graduates 
of  our  two  state  colleges,  Flymioutli  and  Keene,  who  accept  posi- 
tions outside  of  N.  H.  In  1967  approximately  half  of  the  graduates 
accepted  positions  in  other  states. 

Group  insurance  for  District  employees  was  made  permissible 
by  the  last  session  of  tlie  legislature.  Included  in  the  budget  is  a 
sum  to  pay  the  employees'  share  of  a  medical  plan,  and  any  de- 
pendent benefits  would  be  paid  by  the  individual  employee. 

The  District's  share  of  the  Supervisory  Union  budget  has 
been  increased  clue  to  the  addition  of  a  new  person  on  a  trial  basis 
to  work  with  primary  level  teachers  in  the  Union  and  an  increased 
amount  of  time  for  the  present  part-time  clerk  in  the  office.  The 
increase  in  time  of  the  clerk  is  made  necessary  by  greater  demands 
on  the  office  personnel.  Increases  in  the  salaries  of  the  present 
personnel  have  also  been  included  in  the  total  budget..  The  school 
districts  in  the  Supervisory  Union  share  the  expense  of  the  budget 
according  to  pupil  membership  and  equalized  property  valuation. 
For  the  coming  year,  Lebanon  will  pay  87.9  per  cent,  Piainfield 
9.8  per  cent  and  Grantham  2.3  per  cent. 

REVENUE: 

Even  though  the  tax  assessm.ent  against  the  town  will  be 
greater  due  to  the  higher  budget,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
outside  revenue  to  the  District  is  expected  to  increase  by  nearly 
$3,000,  in  spite  of  the  loss  in  foundation  aid.  This  results  from 
the  payment  of  the  incentive  aid  from  the  A.R.E.A.  school  organi- 
zation. Actually,  the  A.R.EA.  plan  saves  approximately  $3,000 
more  on  the  tuition  rate  as  the  old  rental  charge  previously  assessed 
has  been  discontinued. 

The  revenue  from  the  Sweepstakes  has  been  reduced  to  $2,000 
due  to  lagging  interest  and  participation.  Piainfield  has  received 
more  than  $20,000  in  the  four  years  of  the  program,  but  this  amount 
is  far  short  of  the  original  estimates. 

The  town,  not  the  School  District,  will  receive  a  small  return 
from  the  state  on  the  "rooms  and  meals"  tax.  This  return  is  based 
on  the  population  of  each  city  or  town. 

TUITION 

On  January  5,  1968  there  were  93  studentts  attending  high 
school  on  a  tuition  basis   84  in   Lebanon,   8   at   Windsor  and    1    at 
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Claremont.  It  is  expected  that  nearly  100  will  attend  high  school 
next  year  if  all  students  remain  in  school.  As  agreed  under  the 
Articles  of  Agreement  in  the  A.R.EA.  plan,  the  tuition  rates  are 
established  as  the  per  pupil  costs  for  the  grades  attended.  Based 
on  estimated  costs  for  1967-68,  the  Lebanon  tuition  rates,  less  the 
rental  charge,  v/ill  be  $600  for  grades  10-12  and  $510  for  the  ninth 
grade.  This  compares  with  the  estimated  state  average  for  the 
same  year  of  $637  and  $549  for  the  same  respective  grades.  The 
tuition  rate  in  Windsor  has  not  been  established  as  yet,  but  the 
normal  increased  cost  will  raise  the  rate  to  approximately  $650,, 
or  more.

PROGRAMS  AND  BUILDINGS 

Each  one  is  asked  to  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Ass't.  Supt. 
of  Schools  and  building  principals  relative  to  programs  of  study 
and  other  pertinent  information  regarding  curriculum  and  instruction. 

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  building  improvements 
that  were  made  during  the  past  year.  I  am  sure  that  each  will 
agree  that  the  School  Board  is  very  cognizant  of  the  maintenance 
of  the  property  done  at  a  very  low  cost  to  the  District.  At  the 
Meriden  School  new  fluorescent  light  fixtures  were  installed  in 
the  two  middle  rooms  and  a  new  acoustical  tile  ceiling  was  put 
in  the  grade  six  room  to  help  the  sound  quality.  The  teachers' 
room  in  this  building  was  painted  as  well  as  the  walls,  ceihngs 
and  floor  of  the  basement  area,  including  the  library.  The  front 
of  the  building  was  completely  scraped  and  painted  and  the  other 
sides  scraped  and  patched  as  needed. 

At  the  Plainfieldl  School  new  desks  were  purchased  for  grade 
two  and  new  steel  chairs  have  replaced  the  old  wooden  benches 
in  the  library.  The  paint  on  the  outside  of  the  building  has  been 
scraped  and  areas  touched  up  where  needed.  The  wooden  fence 
was  given  another  coat  of  paint  to  help  the  appearance  of  the 
building  as  well  as  to  help  preserve  the  wood. 

A  year  ago  the  School  Board  upgraded  the  insurance  program 
and  put  the  entire  package  out  for  bid.     This  move  resulted  in  a 
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savings  to  the  District  and  the  program  will  be  reviewed  periodi- 
cally to  ascertain  that  the  District  is  getting  the  best  and  most 
economical  coverage. 

TEACHERS: 

The  only  nev/  full-time  teacher  new  to  the  staff  this  year  was 
Mrs.  Veronica  McMullin,  a  graduaute  of  Arizona  Univ.  She  replaced 
Mrs.  Cynthia  Burney  who  is  now  teaching  in  Lebanon.  Mrs. 
McMullin  resigned  at  mid-year  due  to  an  expected  addition  to  the 
family. 

Miss  Sally  Kappler  was  employed  as  part-time  librarian  for 
the  District.  Miss  Kappler  has  a  Master's  degree  in  library  science 
from  Coluumbia  University  and  spends  one  day  per  week  in  the 
two  schools.  Mrs.  Mildred  Whitcomb,  former  music  teacher  in 
Hartford,  Vt.,  and  Mr.  Ralph  Bov/ie,  Director  of  Music  in  Lebanon, 
handle  the  general  and  instrumental  programs,  respectively. 

WARRANT 

Several  special  articles  will  be  included  in  the  warrant  for 
action  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  meeting. 

1.  A  sum,  not  to  exceed  $2,000,  will  be  asked  for  the  capital 
reserve  bus  fund:  this  is  in  keeping  with  the  planned  method 
of  replacement  of  the  vehicles. 

2.  A  sum,  not  to  exceed  $4,000,  is  asked  to  extend  the  present 
services  of  the  librarian  in  the  two  schools  and  the  aide 
that  has  been  employed  to  give  the  principal  at  the  Meriden 
School  time  for  admjnistrative  duties.  Only  sufficient  funds 
have  been  included  in  the  budget  to  continue  the  services 
at  the  same  level  now  being  carried  on  for  this  school  year. 

3.  Petition  is  again  made  to  cover  legal  requirements  to  permit 
the  District  to  pay  tuition  to  Windsor  for  the  high  school 
pupils  attending  school  there  even  though  the  rate  might 
exceed  N.  H.  state  average  costs. 

4.  Finally,  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  $2,000,  will  be  asked  to  extend 
the  pavement  in  front  of  and  at  the  side  of  the  Meriden 
School. 

CONCLUSION 

With  the  costs  of  education  continuing  to  rise,  and  with  the 
problems  that  face  the  schools  and  personnel  today,  there  is  a 
greater  need  than  ever  for  interest  and  support  of  the  people.  It 
is  indeed  fortunate  that  Plainfield  has  citizens  and  parents  who 
are  interested  in  their  schools  and  who  also  support  good  educa- 
tion, for  which  I  am  deeply  grateful.  I  would  also  like  to  express 
appreciation  to  the  School  Board  and  staff  for  their  help  and  support.

Continuing  Programs: 

The  on-going  remedial  programs  in  both  schools  continue  to 
function  well  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Bernard  at  the  Plains 
School  and  Mrs.  Townsend  at  the  White  School.  The  program 
has  been  enhanced  this  year  as  we  were  able  to  provide  for  a 
limited  amount  of  speech  v/ork  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss 
Mowson  of  the  Hitchcock  Clinic. 

Library  services,  which  are  carried  out  by  volunteer  workers, 
have  been  improved  this  year  by  the  addition  of  a  part-time  pro- 
fessional librarian.  The  schools  very  much  appreciate  the  service 
provided  by  the  very  capable  staff  of  volunteer  workers.  I  would 
take  this  opportunity  to  say  "thank  you"  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  science  program  continues  to  function  well  particularly 
since  the  installation  of  sinks,  gas  outlets  and  student  work  areas. 
These  added  facilities  make  for  a  much  more  functional  room  with 
students  actively  involved  in  the  learning  process. 

The  other  curriculum  areas  are  strong  which  is  indicated  by 
the  students  doing  well  on  national  as  well  as  local  achievement  tests. 

Curriculum  Changes: 

The  big  push  for  change  in  curriculum  during  the  past  ten 
years  has  been  in  the  science  and  math  area  with  immediate  urgency 
for  change  brought  about  by  the  Soviet  Union's  launching  of  Sputnik. 
The  federal  government  through  programs  such  as  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act  (NDEA)  made  it  possible  for  local  school 
districts  to  receive  aid  for  improvements  in  science  and  math  pro- 
grams. Just  recently,  and  possibly  because  of  the  many  social 
problem.s  facing  our  country,  congress  extended  NDEA  to  include 
the  social  studies  as  well  as  reading  and  English.  At  latest  count, 
there  are  no  less  than  forty  social  studies  curriculum  projects, 
largely  financed  by  federal  money,  although  some  are  financed  by 
private  foundations,  being  written  at  various  colleges  and  research 
centers  around  the  country. 

Many  of  the  new  programs  are  emphasizing  the  social  science 
disciplines  of  economics,  anthropology,  geography,  political  science, 
and  sociology  in  the  elementary  grades  with  history  introduced 
in  the  upper  elementary,  junior,  and  senior  high  school.  The 
rationale  behind  this  is  that  students  will  be  better  prepared  to 
understand    the   abstractions    and   implications    of   history,    which   is 
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man's    account   of   happenings,    after    having    acquired    some    basic 
knowledge  about  the  various  social  sciences. 

Locally,  v/e  are  assessing  our  present  curriculum  by  doing  a 
comprehensive  evaluation  of  every  phase  of  the  social  studies 
curriculum.  This  is  causing  us  to  take  a  long  hard  look  at  what 
we  are  doing  and  assessing  its  relevance  in  today's  world.  Also, 
a  committee  is  at  work  gathering  and  evaluating  curriculum  ma- 
terials from  the  various  projects  mentioned  earlier.  All  teachers 
are  gaining  insight  into  what  "ought  to  be"  through  professional 
reading  and  by  taking  the  extension  course  entitled  "The  New  Social 
Stuudies  in  the  Elementary  School."  Hopefully,  we  will  be  ready 
for  limited  implementation  of  some  of  the  new  programs  by  Sep- 
tember of  1968.  Parenthetically,  I  would  add  that  this  social  studies 
curriculum  project  includes  all  the  schools  in  the  Supervisory 
Union. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  is  a  pleasure  and  a 
challenge  to  be  back  on  the  local  educational  team.  I  would  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  who  made  this 
possible.

The  White  School  has  seen  several  changes  in  this  year's 
program  and  staff.  Mrs.  Mildred  Whitcomb  became  the  choral 
director  and  Mr.  Ralph  Bowie  led  the  band  and  found  several  able 
students  whom  he  entered  into  the  Lebanon  Junior  High  Band. 

Mrs.  Bruce  Townsend  is  the  teacher  of  the  special  class  and 
Mrs.  Bruce  McMuUen  taught  the  English  classes  in  grades  six- 
eight  thorough  January. 

A  limited  art  program  was  incorporated  into  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  classes  for  the  first  half  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
similar  program  may  be  instituted  soon  on  a  more  permanent  basis. 

A  professional  librarian,  Miss  Sally  Kappler,  became  part  of 
our  staff  for  one-half  day  each  week.  The  school  library  program 
continues  as  it  was,  in  conjunction  with  the  town  library,,  under 
able  community  and  parental  help. 

A  change  in  the  athletic  program  was  met  with  student  interest. 
Early  in  January,  intra-mural  sports,  for  both  boys  and  girls,  were 
conducted  twice  a  week  directly  after  school. 

The  principal  was  allotted  four  hours  per  week  to  attend  to 
principal  and  guidance  duties.  Mrs.  Jeffrey  Bruce  taught  the  classes 
scheduled  in  this  time  period.  I  feel  that  time  spent  in  guidance 
and  administrative  duties  is  of  great  importance  to  the  students  and 
an  even  more  effective,  satisfactory  meeting  of  school  needs  calls 
for  more  time  to  be  allowed  in  these  fields. 

My  thanks  again  this  year  to  all  who  have,  in  any  way,  helped 
our  school  and  its  programs.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  this  year  to  receive  an  increase 
in  the  Matching  Dental  Health  Fund  from  the  N.  H.  Dept.  of  Health 
Education  and  Welfare,  so  that  we  were  able  to  do  m.ore  dental 
work  for  the  Plainneld  students.  There  is  a  persistant  problem, 
finding  a  dentist  v/ho  can  devote  enough  time  to  the  program.  Dr. 
Quittmeyer  of  West  Lebanon  reserved  ten  mornings  to  the  program 
which  was  a  great  help.  It  must  be  undestood  that  in  many  cases 
only  the  most  urgent  dental  work  is  completed,  and  the  child  may 
need  more  preventative  work  done  to  preserve  the  teeth.  Parents  are 
urged  to  visit  their  family  dentist  regularly. 

There  have  been  few  serious  medical  problems  among  the 
children  this  year,  and  I  wish  to  commend  the  parents  for  the 
prompt  attention  given  to  the  few  problems  which  have  developed. 
It  is  necessary  to  urge  parents  to  keep  their  children  at  home  if 
they  are  not  feeling  well,  as  there  are  no  adequate  accommodations 
at  the  school  to  care  for  them. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  parents,  students  and  Mr.  Tate 
for  their  coopration  throughout  the  year.
